House xvent into committee on the Pilot 
Bill, Mr. Waddingturi in the chair. 

The Chairman siateii tliat the draught of 
of water of vessels coming into the hurlior 
during the inontii of iMuy was 107 feet ; 
month of June, 120 feet;"" month of Jnly, 
72 feet; amounting to about 100 feet per 
iiionth. The large steamers conning into 
Esquiraalt during the month of May, on the 
average, drew 70 feet ; June, 50 feet ; July, 
6U feet. Three pilots were iiidispensubie — 
one to be at home to relieve ;iiid pilot vessels 
out ; two to be kept outside briiigina vessels 
in. About half the vessels coming in re- 
fjuire pilots; taking into consideration that 
ubout half (ho vessels entering the ' harbot 
■» ould pay half pilotnge, and the other half 
whole pilotage, the toi.il amount received 
by the pilots per month wjiild be S^i^'> 
against <?GoO, which would be iiecess:uy to 
J;eep a vessel cjuisidc coiitiiiuully, and pay 
'the pilots fair living wages. Tlio hon. 
.■gentleman also adverted lo the Vicloiia 
)iglit. One was needed. It would cu>l 
nnl> about S250 per month, which would 
fie paid by vessels entering llie harbor. 
The average toniuige entering the harbor 
pet month is 12,232 tons,_ whioil at 2 cents 
per tqn.t would be sufficient to support a 
lighthouse. This tax of 2 cents, shipowners 
would be delighted to pay. The hon. gen- 
tleman (^included by introducing a scale of 
dues to be inserted in the bill. 

I\lr. Franklin said he huiKnl the mail 
steamer would be enco;iniyed in her trips lo 
this place — and not driven off by liigli 
pilotage lines. 

Mr. Souihgate understood the mail com- 
pany had cnarged S4l)6 ' for*^ currying on.' 
mail to this place. He thought them ve;y 
well paid. 

. Mr. Gordon had been t dd that the U. S. 
mail company was running up a bill ag.iinst 
thi.-^ colon ,■ fur cairyin^ the m.iils.

Sectiuns l and 6, providing for the re- 
covery of ttie Hum before any justice of the 
peace, and lequiiing the pilots to pay an 
annual license of 10s., and give hoii.ls lor 
the faithful performance of their duties, 
Were adopted. 

Mr. Helmclcen said the American mail 
steamer.') were iloiii^ ns a L;ifat lavor by 
coming here at all. Il mey sa\v lit ihey 
need nol bring the mails tieie, but might 
leave them at Port Townsend. 

Ttie concluding flections of the bill were 
passed as follows : 

No half-pilotage shall be demanded (f 
any steamer or sail-vessel, whilst einplo\ e I 
in the coastirm or in the coliniial tia.le ; pio- 
vided alway.s llu-.t no iiiai i-slfainer shall be 
compelled lu take a pilot or to pay liall- 
..pilotage. 

All moneys collecteil from fines or lieen- 
se.i under this acl, shall be devoted lu the 
same purpose as the liarlior diiei. 

A commission, lo be appoinled by the 
Governor, shall have the appointment and 
regulatiou of the pilots; the boats, imple- 
laenls, etc., are to be furnished by the pilots. 

The committee rose and reported the bill 
complete.
